Watch out for the weather. Viking, $2.95. 
May. 


A layman’s presentation of meteorobiology, 
the study of the effects of weather on animal 
life, especially on man. Cites numerous ex- 
periments and studies which indicate a cause 
and effect relationship between climatic con- 
ditions and physical or psychological well- 
being. Points out that the incidence of cer- 
tain diseases varies according to zones or sea- 
sons; supports the popular belief in correla- 
tion between weather and moods or childish 
misbehavior; offers statistics on the relation of 
crime to hot weather; and, in general, at- 
tempts to show that this is a true science 
which deserves to be taken seriously. 


Cook, Beatrice. More fish to fry. 
row, $3. April 16. 


The honeymooners of Till death do us part 
(BooKList 45:258, Ap. 1 49) have weathered 
fifteen years of marriage and fishing, their 
sons are eleven and nine, Bill alternates fish- 
ing at Orcas Island with medical practice in 
Seattle, Beatrice supervises the building of a 
summer home, and the household has in- 
creased steadily until it includes one dog, 
four cats, two baby seagulls, and a tired horse; 
there was a baby seal too, but it went back 
to its mother. Even those readers who are 
cold to the whole ‘subject of fishing will en- 
joy this heart-warming account of a family’s 
summer, with some normal children, and par- 
ents whose motto was “love ’em a lot and 
leave ’em a little.”

A generalized, popular exposition of the 
Chinese philosophy of contentment; how to 
be satisfied with one’s life, accept old age, 
live with equanimity through the good, the 
bad and the boring, and to appreciate the 
values of a sense of humor and the idea of 
world brotherhood. Pleasant and relaxing 
reading which while it barely begins to ex- 
plain the Chinese, might serve as an open- 
ing wedge and at the same time prove a use- 
ful antidote for the overrushed Occidental.

From a city bred housewife with no interest 
in the country or farming the author devel- 
oped into an ardent small scale farmer after 
she and her husband bought a house in the 
country near New York. She took the usual 
route, beginning with a lawn that needed at- 
tention and progressed to a vegetable garden, 
fruit growing, and acquisition of chickens, 
cows, pigs, and goats. She also recounts ex- 
periences in using, preserving, and selling 
the produce. A mild but unforced good 
humor pervades the account which is one 
more to encourage those city dwellers con- 
sidering a place in the country. 


Stryker, Charlotte. 
Crowell, $3. March 19. 


Two years in Java were an exotic interlude 
for the Stryker family. Dad worked vigor- 
ously with unflagging energy to establish his 
tapioca plantation and factory but the rest 
of the family soon adapted themselves to a 
leisurely life in keeping with the climate and 
the customs of the land. Much of the amuse- 
ment in the book arises from this adaptation 
and from the characteristics of the people— 
servants and neighbors—whom the family 
met. A vital misunderstanding of local labor 
customs and the tight money market of mid- 
1929 brought the venture to an end.

Thomas, Norman. A socialist’s faith. Nor- 
ton, $4. March 12. 


The American Socialist leader examines re- 
cent world affairs from the point of view of 
democratic socialism and points out the er- 
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rors of both communist and capitalist devel- 
opments. In a personal footnote on war he 
states that his present concern “is to prevent 
both a third world war and the triumph of 
communism rather than to argue what might 
have been.” 


Thomson, Virgil. Music 
Holt, $3.50. March 12. 


Brilliant, suave, admittedly personal essays 
collected from the author’s column in The 
New York Herald Tribune. Even the reviews 
of specific orchestras, artists and conductors 
provide enlightenment on general musical 
subjects and the miscellaneous essays pro- 
vide solid critical opinion on musicians, 
festivals, The Russian purge, audiences and 
musical tradition. Emphasis is on the new 
rather than standard repertory.

Married at fourteen, 
Catherine fell passionately in love with Henri, 
who would have disliked her even if he had 
not been under the spell of the fascinating 
Diane de Poitiers. For twenty years Diane: 
usurped Catherine’s prerogatives as wife and 
queen; while Catherine, apparently acquies- 
cent, had to be satisfied with sly triumphs: 
that could not be traced to her. Henri’s death 
removed the only restraining influence, and 
Catherine started on her cruel and treacher- 
ous course to power.

While this last work is hardly comparable to 
the author’s earlier ones, there are touches: 
of his old satire and deft observation. A mid- 
western architect, soured on his country club 
existence, uses his wife’s death as an excuse- 
to retreat to Europe and renew his touch 
with civilization. There he at first finds 
harmony and a new romance, but he be- 
comes increasingly surfeited with American: 
and British expatriates and considerably dis- 
comfited both by a handsome American who 
plans to peddle packaged culture and by the 
unpleasant discovery that he has again been 
caught by a managing woman. He is rescued 
by the arrival of a girl from home, whom he: 
marries and with whom he pursues his world! 
tour and search for the world mind.

Jewett. whose early inclination was toward theology. by the merest accident of
